LONDON’S SEVENTH JEWISH WHAT THEY 
LORD: MAYOR

London welcomed 
Mayor, Alderman Sir Bernard Waley- 
Cohen, after his election to that high 
office last week, with a fanfare of 


trumpets and a peal of bells. 


The peal came from the tower of 
the church of St. Lawrence Jewry, 
close to the historic Guildhall in 
which,/a few minutes’ earlier, Sir 
Bernard had heard his name called 
as London’s Chief Citizen. He is the 
seventh Jewish Lord Mayor, 

Standing in front of the present 
Sir Edmund. Stockdale, 
on a platform covered with sweet- 
smelling herbs—-a tradition at this 
centuries-old ceremony-—-Sit Bernatd, 
in his searlet robes of Alderman, 
declared his assent “to take upon 
himself. the office” after the Town 
Clerk, Mr. Edward Nichols, had 
said: “Go forth and declare your 
consent to take upon you the said 
office upon pain and peril that will 


~ fall thereon,” 


Two Nominated 


‘It was after the Liverymen of the 
City had put forward two names— 
Sir. Bernard’s and that of Sir 


Frederick Alfred Hoare-—to be their 


nominations. for the office of Lord 
Mayor that the senior Aldermen 
retired: to hoid court and declare one 
of them elected. The choice fell upon

He referred to the international 
events taking shape, and spoke of the 
“courageous act of leadership of the 
Prime Minister in going to New 
York.” where he would be speaking 


at the United Nations Assembly on 


that very day. Sir Bernard suggested 
that the Lord Mayor might cable Mr, 
Macmillan a message of support, 
encouragement, and greetings from 
the Common Hall, “the Mother of. 
the Mother of Parliaments.” 

Before his address Sir Bernard was 
invested by the Swordbearer with the 
chain worn. during his year of 
Shrievalty. After thanks had been 
ex xpressed to the Lord Mayor and the 
retiring Sheriffs, and their replies 
given, Sir Bernard, again on the left 
of the Lord Mayor, followed by the 
Aldermen, left the Hustings in pro- 
cession.

Mr. Yosef Nahmias, 
Inspector General, has said in Tel 
Aviv that Bureau 06, which is con- 
ducting the investigation for the 
Eichmann trial has promised to com- 
plete its work by December 1. Unless 
something unexpected happens, he 
said, the trial will open next spring. 

Before leaving Bonn Dr. Servatius

through the quarterly magazine 

issued by the Friendship Clubs. 
It is very simply produced and 
agreeably written, and it seems to 
cater admirably for the old folk, 
who are its principal readers.

Most 
of our social activities assume that 
everybody marries, that all 
marriages last, and that expense is 
no object, but, unfortunately, none 
of these assumptions is necessarily 
true. It is much easier to provide

readily ascertainable—but although 
this may explain our indifference 
to the problem, it does not 
excuse it. 

A big drive for adult edudation 
is being started, but why should the 
emphasis be so much on young 
parents ?

OPINION has long been divided 
among the Ministry on the cor-. 


rect approach to the “ three times 


a year” Jew. One school of 


‘thought holds that he should be 


reminded forcibly of his duties 
when he does attend the synagogue 
services, and in many synagogues 
during the two. weeks the 
complaint has been ‘voiced: “ Why 
do you not come more 
quently? ”. The other school of 


thought, of which the late Dr. 
Abraham Cohen was. a_ distin- 


guished representative, holds that 
we ought to be thankful for small 
mercies and welcome the fact that 


- at least on three days of the year 


the synagogues are filled to capa- 
city: Encouragement rather, than 
admonition should be the dominant 
rote in pulpit utterances.  Which- 
ever approach is favoured, it can- 


_ hot be a source of satisfaction that 


the Season of Rejoicing, as the 
festival is called, . is 
robbed of much of its joy by the 
pathetic spectacle of rows of 
empty Synagogue seats bereft of 
those who sat in them to worship 
but a few days before. 

There has often been criticism 
yn these columns of the failure of 
pur ministers to make the syna- 


gogue a vital force in the cOmmu-_ 


nity. But, may it not be asked 


whether. the true. cause of fatlure 


is not to be found in the lack of 
adequate ‘support given to the 
Ministry by the Jewish laity? Our 
ministers, on the whole, are a 


hard-working, conscientious body. 
of men who are on duty in the full - 


glare of public criticism for seven 
days a week with the exception of 
a month’s holiday most of them 
can ill afford. 


Priority Should be ‘given :to the. 


question of ministers’ salaries. It 
is true that financial considerations 


are not, and ought not to be, the. 


reason. for a choice. of ‘the mini- 
sterial profession; but have we any 
right to trade on a man’s sense. of 
-vocation?. A comparison of the 
salaries of Orthodox. ministers in 
this country with those of. their 
Reform colleagues, or of American 
rabbis, or even oftheir 


cessors in office at the beginning 
of the century, reveals a sorry state 


Even more depressing is the lack 

of support. and encouragement 

given to the laudable efforts of the 


-- Ministry to raise the standards of 


Jewish knowledge in the commu- 
nity. When a minister, of our 
acquaintance was asked if he 
found it difficult-to preach to a 
crowded synagogue on the High 
Festivals, he rightly replied that. it 
was easy to preach to a sea ol 
expectant faces. It is when he has 
to speak to a synagogue denuded 
of its worshippers that all the heart 
goes out of a man. 


No man of mettle can be content 


merely to remind his congregation 
of their responsrbrlities on Rosh 
‘Hashana and. Yom Kippur. But 


the true idealist will consider every: 


sacrifice to. be worth. while if, in 
addition to this, he can sing the 


praises of the Lord “in the midst 
of the congregation ” on the Festi- .

RUFUS ISAACS 
CENTENARY 


“THE greatest Jew of British 


nationality since Disraeli,” was the 
description of Rufus  Isaacs,. first 
Marquess of Reading, once penned 
by Lord Strabolgi. Disraeli, of 
course, was brought up a Christian, 
but throughout his meteoric career 
(sketcked by Professor Goodhart 
in his centenary article elsewhere 
in this issue) Reading evinced an 
intense and unwavering pride in 
his Jewishness. His close identifi- 


cation with the Jewish community,: - 


often in the teeth of antisemitic 


abuse, was no stumbling block to - 
his advancement on the contrary 


it served to enhance his stature 


and to deepen the respect of the - 


non-Jewish ward. 


Notwithstanding his multifarious | 


duties in the service of. the State.

He was appointed Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Palestine 
Electric Corporation and in 1931 
visited Palestine to tour the Jewish 
centres there.

Both pride and passion grew loftier 
as he proceeded, and the audience 
in Reading Town Hall sat literally 


spellbound. He ceased as suddenly 


as he had begun, and one and all, 
even his political enemies, leapt to 
their feet in thunders of applause.”

DEATH IN OBSCURITY

LFUS ISAACS, First Mar- 


quess of Reading, was the 

first Jew to become Lord 
Chief Justice of England, Ambas- 
sador to the United States, Viceroy 
of India, and Secretary of State 
for Foreign. Affairs. His was a 
dramatic career, for up to the age 
of twenty-four he seemed destined 
‘9 lead an unsuccessful lite, as he 
could not settle down to anything. 
He had an unfortunate time a° 
school, both in this country and in 
Brussels, where. he was sent for a 
brief period. It was said of him 
that. “-he was the terror of. his 
schoolmasters, the scandal of the 
neighbourhood, and the despair’ of 
his. father.” His one distinction 
was as -a ‘boxer. -When he Ieft 
school at fourteen he was given a 
job in the family business of fruit 
merchants.

Whitaker Wright. whose financial 
bubble had burst in. 1901. When 
it began in January, 1904, it was 
believed that no jury. would be 
able to follow the complicated 


figures involved, but at the end of 
twelve days Isaacs had been able, 


by his cross-examination of Wright, 
to. prove his. dishonesty. Wright 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
penal servitude for seven years,. but 
he swallowed a tablet of poison 
before he could be taken to prison. 

In. spite of his large practice at 
the Bar, Isaacs found. time for 
politics. He stood as a-Liberal at 
Reading at a by-election in 1904. 
and was returned: after a heated 
contest: In 1910 he succeeded Sir 
Samuel Evans as Solicitor-General, 
a post which Sir.

“In. October, 1913,  Viscovfat 
Alverstone retired as Lord Chief 
Justice: and Asquith offered the 
post to Isaacs, who accepted it. 
For the next-two years, Lord Read- 
ing, aS he had become, presided 
im a number of important cases. 
His sound knowledge of the law, 
his efficiency, and his distinguished 
courtesy made popular. with 
the: Bar. But in the autumn of 


1915 the French and the British. 


were finding it extremely: difficult 
to. purchase war supplies in the 
United States, so that Reading was 
appointed head of the . Anglo- 
‘French mission to seek American 
credits.. He performed this onerous 
duty with such: success that when 
the United States entered the war 
in. 1917 he’ again... crossed. the 


Atlantic with the special appoint- 


ment of High Commissioner. An 
earldom was conferred on-him in 


‘tion 


recognition of the work he had 


done. In spite of these duties he 
sat'in the court from time to time, 
inchiding the Casement treason 
trial in 1916. Although that case 
has given rise to an acrimonious 
debate, no one has ever criticised 
the way in which the Lord Chief

In January, 1918, Reading was 
appointed Ambassador to Wash- 
ington at a time when there were 
dificult problems concerning the 
rapid availability. of American 
troops in France. In May, I919, 
he returned to England and to the 
Lord Chief Justice’s court, but this 
Stay was brief, for in January, 1921, 
he was. chosen 
Chelmsford as Viceroy of India. 
He could not have gone there at a 
more difficult time, because Gandhi 
had begun his non-coope:ation 
campaign to frustrate the Montagu- 
Chelmsford reforms. The Viceroy 
showed both patience and courage, 
for he did not shrink from having 
Gandhi imprisoned, He took. the 
responsibility. for the Prince. of 
Wales's visit to India in November, 
1921. 


Returned Home

Fact and Legend

The central theme of the book, as

Zaddik, the holy man, the righteous 


leader, the saint who unites heaven 
and earth, in Chassidism. And here 


it might be objected that.

come nearer to heaven if he allows 
himself to be aided ¥: the example 
and inspiration of the holy man. One 
would have thought that a far more 

werful exponent of this idea could 
Ge found in Dobh Baer of Meseritch,

_ cessor. Dobh Baer’s writings abound 


in allusions to the importance of the 
Zaddik and he is considered, by most 


students of the Chassidic movement, 
to have been responsible, more than 


any other leader, for the develop- 
ment of Zaddikism. 
As it is, Rabbi Dresner entertains 


an affection for his hero which 
occasionally leads him into ver 
questionable judgments. Thus Jaco 


Joseph is described (on page 18) as 
the greatest and most important 
Chassidic writer. Greatness and 
importance are relative terms, and it 
is hard to see by what criteria such 
a choice is to be made. But, granted 
even that it can be made, there are 


not a few rival claimants for th: 


honour: -the Maggid of Meseritch 
and Nahman of Bratzlav are two 
obvious candidates and many admirers 
of originality and profundity 
would choose: Schneor Zalman. of 
Liady, the founder of the Habad 


One might also take exception to 
Rabbi Dresner’s laudatory tone, more 
suitable to a Work of pious edification 
rather than one of sober ‘scholarship. 
Tt is surely an exaggeration to des- 
cribe Jacob Joseph’s “conversion” 
by the Besht as “one of the most 


significant encounters in all of Jewish 


history 
These matters notwithstanding, 

“The Zaddik” is both a: fine con- 

tribution to Chassidic scholarship and 


a useful, well-written introduction to 
_Chassidic thought.

He can 
praise both Bix Beiderbecke’s arrange- 
ment of “Sweet and Bach's 
St..Matthew Passion” without sug- 
gesting that Bix is actually as good 


Bach. Mr. Bernstein's literary 


style is forcefully individual, and |
